EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 13-25, 27-69 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or disclose in light of the specifications, an 
optical mask wherein at least one bar includes at least one predetermined irregularity on at least 
one lateral edge, wherein the one irregularity is operative to effectively shift the one lateral edge 
in a direction that is orthogonal to the lateral edge.
